2. Citations and Explanations (Rule 70.7) 

Claims 1-35 meet the criteria set out in PCX Article 33(2)-(3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest a carton 
including the combination of a handle aperture formed in a top end flap, an aperture in side end flaps aligned with the handle aperture 
in the top end flap and a paperboard insert with a handle apermre aligned with the other apertures and secured to one of the lop end 
flap and the side end tlaps. The patents to Rliodes et al and Wilson evidence the concept of providing handle apertures in the top end 
flaps and side end flaps of a carton, but fail to suggest reinforcement of .such a handle construction. The patent to Collins evidences 
an endwall handle reinforcement ( 162) for handle apertures formed in the end walls of a carton, but fails to suggest reinforcement of 
a handle construction as specifically defined in the claims. 

Claims 1-35 meet the criteria set out in POT Article 33(4). and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter 
claimed can be made or used in industry.
